IT'S DIFFICULT to retain 
enthusiasm in listening to, or 
writing about, a group one 
has tirelessly campaigned for 
over a period of 18 months. 
The notorious backlash 
syndrome usually follows. 

But Twelfth Night make it 
possible because they 
change. They realise it's all 
an illusion anyway, and 
waiting for your audience to 
tire of the same old tricks is 
just not musicianly/ 
magicianly. 

So 'Art And Illusion' 
contains no 20 minute 
'Sequences'. So stylistic 
showmanship is 
concentrated on an 
instrumental 'C.R.A.B.'. And 
while this track still recalls 
roots of 70s rock surrealism, 
it's only saying 'yesterday', 
emphatically pronounced 
'tomorrow'. 

They still straddle from 
clean washes of synth and 
minimal drum machine ('First 
New Day') to full-blown rock 
fireworks ('Counterpoint' or 
'Kings And Queens'). The 
identity is there alright, 
supplied by Andy Revell and 
Clive Mitten's distinctive 
guitar salvos, or the 
emerging Andy Sears' 
prizewinning vocal 
performance. In fact the 
identity's the problem, as 
truly individual new rock 
bands always require a hard 
sell to gain acceptance. 

Twelfth Night continue to 
couple cynicism and acid 
questioning with hot 
hooklines, at a time when the 
prevalent demand is more 
than ever for flippancy/ 
accessibility not philosophy. 
The anti-bureaucracy thread 
spun by ex-member Geoff 
Mann's 'Art And Illusion' lyric 
runs throughout the 
otherwise freshly-penned 
album, though sacrificing 
clarity, as I read it, for 
catchiness. 

Nevertheless, Twelfth 
Night's self-appointed 
crusade to popularise 
thinking issues is 
underpinned and 
overshadowed by the overall 
quality of their ideas. The art 
is polished. The illusion is 
convincing. The future is 
waiting.

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So what are we up to then, now we are "off the road". Well it's 
back to the rehearsal room. We are now settling into a writing 
period, and already have several tracks lined up for the next 
album primarily Take a Look, Blondon Fair and Blue Powder Monkey 
and will be writing another batch of material over the next 
couple of months to supplement these tracks.

Undeterred, we were lured onto the plane with the promise of a free drink with which 
to shake off the shock of getting up too early.

ALONG with bands such as IQ, Pendragon and Mariilion, 
Twelfth Night have reinstated sounds "progressive" for 
a new and youngish audience and have brought it off 
without sounding too much like any one of their mega 
predecessors. Genesis, Yes or Tull. 

I was quite prepared to slag away at "Art & Illusion" 
after witnessing a boring, pretentious set of what 
sounds like half-hearted attempts at covers of their 
heroes but I must admit that I'm fairly impressed with 
the musical layering and off-beat tempos that.combine 
to form some very accessible numbers on this here 
record. 

The band may have their roots somewhere back in the 
early Seventies but the music has a rockier foundation to 
it than you might expect. "Kings & Queens" and the title 
track "Art & Illusion" are both muscular in their 
composition and, more typically, the instrumental

I don't think these chaps will ever be particularly huge

# DARREN CROOK 
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ART AND ILLUSION, Twelfth Night, 
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Art & Illusion ( Music For Nations) 
Although they've yet to crack the 
bigtime, I've a feeling that Twelfth 
Night are only a heartbeat away from 
moving into the major leagues. It’s 
their third album and the first without 
the vocals of Geoff Mann, but rather 
than lose anything by the change the 
band seem to have strengthened 
their sound. Musically they are still 
coloured by shades of early Genesis. 
But the dramatic pomp of earlier 
releases is largely subsumed in 
favour of a more empassioned 
grandeur that leans the mind 
towards favourable associations with 
the likes of U2. There’s still some¬ 
what too much slack to be taken up; 
some of the instrumental breaks 
outstay their use and force but 
generally speaking this is a furiously 
fine album with the anchor glory 
simply bursting out of every second 
of the title track, which pounds along 
in unbridled power and pride. Of the 
current crop of so-called 'progressive' 
acts Twelfth Night are one of the few 
who have seized a contemporary 
edge and energy instead of looking 
back through the past to mould their 
sound and presence. In days gone by 
Twelfth Night was a cause for great 
celebration. This album suggests 
that the tradition is still very much 
alive.
